she saw in front of the Texas Bo o k Depository film previously mentioned. 

John Tarsikes, the photographer, stated that he believed his wife for the 
reason that she assists him in identifying people in crowd photographs that he 
takes xor the newspaper and has shown her ability at identifying people.

That the 
dfl(^P#nJiCO of 0smp4 in the scene she. has reference to is a larger man than 
the one in the present still photograph. For further identification, Mrs. 
Tarslkec . -d that the scene she has reference to is a very short sequence 
and BUS- be observed quickly as it would only take a few inches of tape. 

Mrs. Tars ikes described the man she thinlcs appears in both the Texas 3cok 
Depository scene and the New Orleans scene she has reference to as a young 
man of Germanic or Bohemian extraction; square built, rather full face, round 
no3e, straight mouth, thin lips and the teeth seen to go in from normal; 
unao he wears no glasses, has on an open neck shirt, no tie; one ear annears 
as being damaged (probably cauliflower ear); that the comer where these men 
are handing out literature is sort of round and shows no buildings . . 

The local 77 stations state that it will be impossible to make identi- 
fication in San Antonio and suggest that our New Orleans office obtain the 
new scene photograph described by Mrs. Tars ikes, which may be an oM»r filming 
of Oswald than the one received from SAIC Rice and that if. ‘successful a photo- 
graph be furnished Nett York for possible identification Of the person referred 
to as appearing in front of the Texas Book Depository, Dallas, scene photo- 
graphed on November 22, 1963. . Inspector Kelly requests that copy of this 
report be forwarded to New York as NBC there would have complete taoes on i 
scenes taken at Dal 1 as during and after the shooting of President Kennedy.
